Shot by tfw-- Landlord. 


Were Hunting Trouble 


And Succeeded in Finding it in 


Very Large Quantities. 


Two Entire Families Engage in the Feud 


One of the Principal Shooters 


Escaped From the 


Officer*. 


New York, Jan. 22,—Three Italians 


uf one home were shot to death in an 
inter-family row -winch began in 
an 


Italian tenement house and ended in 
one of the -worst Sunday brawls the 
East Side has seen for sosae time. An- 
tonio Colletti, 37, married, was shot 
through the lung and died in his 
tracks; Casper Colletti, 19, his brother, 
was shot iii the breast and died short- 
ly after being taken to Bellevue hos- 
pltal, and David Salvatore, 40, a cousin 
of the Collettis, was shot in the stom- 
ach and died in the hospital also. Vin- 
censo Spinella and his SOB, Frank, 
have been arrested and charged with 
the murder, and the police are still 
searching for Frank Spinella, brother 
o£ Vlnceaso, who also played a part 
in the tragedy. The trouble between 
the Coliettis and the Spinellas began 
Saturday between Joseph Colletti and 
Frank 
Spinella, the 
housekeeper, 


where the Collettis lived. Colletti came 
home with a friend and found 
the 


door to the tenement house locked. To 
gain an entrance the two men kicked 
iii a panel of the door, against the pro- 
tests of the housekeeper. 


Shortly before noon young' Prank 


Spinella went around to the Eleventh 
street tenement, and en the appear- 
ance of Antonio Colletti assaulted him. 
Collettt resented the'•attack, End was 
Immediately joined by his brother 
Casper, the two of them starting in to 
administer punishment to the youth. 
At the same time the boy's father, Vin- 
censo Spinella, appeared on the scene, 
and a number of the Colletti family 
relatives joined in the struggle. This 
•was the signal for a general riot, ar.d 
the street was filled with a shouting, 
struggling mob.

The demonstra- 
tion was planned as a means of evi- 
dencing public sentiment, and in num- 
bers and enthusiasm was fully up to 
expectations.

members of both branches of congrc-is, 
and on the stag were other public men. 
who came merely to add their moral 
support The keynote of the speeches 
was, that'"the Boers were fighting ior 
their independence as our forefathers 
bad clone in 1775. The gathering 
as- 


sembled under the auspices 
of the 


United Irish societies, and a number 
of leading Germans of the city joined 
in the movement. The decorations of 
the house were American flags, with a 
fair 'sprinkling ol the green of Erin. 
Among Uiose who occupied seats oft 
the stage were Senator Mason of Il- 
linois, Allan of Nebraska and Till man 
of South Carolina; 
Representatives 


Clark, De Armond and Cochran of 
Missouri, Bailey of Texas, Carmack 
and Cox of Tennessee; Rhea, Jones 
and Lamb of Virginia;' Shafortb of 
Colorado, Dovener of West Virginia, 
Meyer of Louisiana, Sulzer o£ New 
York and Lentz of Ohio, all of whom 
made speeches. Some of the speakers 
criticised the administration on its 
attitude toward tne Boers. Senator 
Allen said: "A man cannot believe in 
the justice of the Boers and at the 
same time uphold our government's 
course in the Philippines." The meet- 
ing adopted resolutions reciting that, 
as the president had not taken proper 
notice of the'outrages, the 
meeting 


send sympathy to the Boers, and be- 
seech the president to exercise his 
preorgatlve to offer his good offices 
for peace.

seemed paralyzed by the suddenness 
of their discovery, for they knew tha 
they were huddled together like sheep 
within 50 yards of the trenches of the 
foe. Then, clear above the confusion, 
rolled the voice of the general, 'Steady 
men: 
steadj'!' and, like an echo to the 


veteran's voice, out came the..-crash of 
nearly a thousand rifles. 


"The Highlanders reeled before the 


shock like trees before the tempest 
Their best, their bravest, fell in that 
wild hail of lead. General Wauchope 
wa.s down, riddled with bullets, yet 
gasping, dying, bleeding from every 
vein, the highland chieftain ruised him- 
self oo bis. bands and knees and cheer- 
ed bis men forward. Men and officers 
fell In heaps together. 


"The Black Watch charged, and the 


Gordons and the Seaforths, with a yell 
thiit stirred the British camp below, 
rushed onward—onward to death or 
disaster. The accursed wires caught 
thera round the legs until they floun- 
dered like Trapped wolves, and all the 
time tlie rifles of the foe sang the sons 
of death in their ears. Then they fell 
back, broken and beaten, leaving near- 
ly.1,300 dead find wounded jnst -wlwre 
the broad breast of the grassy veldt 
melts into the embrace of the ragged 
African hills.

Jt vcill bo immediately sur- 
rounded by veritable lines of picket 
guards, on sea as well as land, when 
necessary. All persons will be couQned 
within tbls area. None but the med- 
ical officers and their brave assistants 


ll be allowed to make entrance or 


exit The locality will then be divided 
iuto sections, each imdcr a medical ex- 
pert, and a houso to bouse investiga- 
tion will be made. Suspected victims 
will then be removed in ambulances to 
a hospital, their bouses cleansed with 
antiseptic solutions and the remainder 
of tbe population removed to what will 
t>e known as a "probation camp," a 
cleared space in the vicinity. 


A model camp has been devised for 


t'ois purpose, nnd plans and instruc- 
tions for its rapid construction will be 
put in the hands of all officials. It con- 
sists of a wide, central rectangle, sur- 
rounded on throe sides by as many 
separate er.iaps of small tents, or, 
when convenient, small cabins of 
boards. On the fourth side there are 
dining rooms, 
kitchens, 
laundries, 


storehouses and offices. A guardhouse 
for those who attempt to escape or 
otherwise misbehave is erected in one 
coi'ner/ In each comp of this kind 
strict military discipline will be ob- 
served. 
Bugle calls will announce 


Siours for meals, rising and retiring. 
The sanitation of the camp will be in- 
sured by rigid rules, applying to each 
individual. A hospital reservation -will 
be provided a little to one side, and 
acre each of those on probation who 
fall victims to the piague will be car- 
ried for confinement or treatment 
All probationers must remain within 
the picket lines of tbe camp until the 
medical officials are reasonably sure 
blmt the plague bacilli sball have failed 
to develop any disease in their bodies. 
Should the infected locality be ad- 
[acent to the shore, revenue cutters or 
other small craft will patrol and guard 
all water approaches. Officers in uni- 
form will board trains going in or out 
and demand from each passenger a 
certificate defining his movements dur- 
ing the week or more previous. 


Fortunately for our 65,000 soldiers in 


tbe Philippines, Surgeon General Wy- 
mnu bas already established two com- 
plete quarantine plants Jn those is- 
lands, and two experienced surgeons 
are en route to take charge of them.

alague bacilli are always very danger- 
ous. If a flask filled with cultures 
should break by accident the -whole 
neighborhood might become rapidly in- 
fected. 
Hence a laboratory for such 


•work must be isolated, and powerful 
antiseptics, such as sulphuric acid, 
must be always at hand, ready to be 
poured upon exposed germs. 


The skilled bacteriologists who will 


be In charge of our laboratories within 
the plague zone will investigate the 
virtues of an antitoxin lately discov- 
ered by Professor Haffhlne of Bom- 
bay and now being used in western In- 
dia. This .can be prepared by first iso- 
lating germs taken from the sores of 
an infected x>erson. Afterward they 
are cultivated and killed by applica- 
tions of intense heat. Their dead or- 
ganisms then secrete a poisonous fluid 
which, when injected into the blood of 
a human being, appears to render him 
immune against plague germs and to 
neutralize their effects. 
Dr. Wyman 


has received a. report from Professor 
Haffhlue's experiments with .this anti- 
toxin. Of 20 rats obtained from a ship 
newly arrived from Europe ten were 
Inoculated, and subsequently tbe whole 
20 were put in a cage with another In- 
fected with p!nfTUt>- Of those not Inoc- 
ulated nine contracted the plague from 
the diseased rat, bat only one of those 
inoculated fell a victim to the disease. 


An antitoxin similar to that alleged 


to be the discovery of Professor Haff- 
hlae was produced several years ago 
by Dr. Oscar Locw. now specialist in 
the department of agriculture In Wash- 
ington. He lately told the writer that 
te would sand quantities of bis anti- 
toxin to the plague districts. He Is of, 
the opinion that the dread disease may 
yet get a foothold In Europe and Amer- 
ica. According to his belief, the bacilli
